Eing by Gods ordinance, according to Our juſt 
Title, Defender of the Faith, and ſupreme? Govere 
nour of the Church within theſe Our Domi «ine, We 
hold it moſt agrecable to this Our King'y Of- 
fice, and Our own Religious zeal, o conſ-rve 

and maintain the Church committed to Our charge, in 

the unity of true Religion, and in the bond of peace: and 
not to ſuffer unneceſſary Diſputations, Altercatione, or 
Qieſtions to be raiſed, which may noutiſh Faction both 
in the Church and Common- Wealth. We have therefore 
upon mature delibcration, and with the advice of ſo ma- 
ny of. Qur Biſhops as mignt conveniently be called toge- 
ther, thought fl: ro make chis Declaration following. 
That the Articles of the Church of England (which have 
been allowed and authorized heretofore, and which Our 
Clergy generally have ſubſcribcd unto) do contain the 
true Doctrine of the Church of England, agreeable to 

Gods word : which We do therefore ratifie and confirm 5 

requiring all Our loving Subjects to continue in the uni- 

form profeſſion thereof, and prohibiting the leaſt diffe- 
rence from the ſaid Articles, which to that end We com- 
mand to be new printed, and this Our Declaration to be 
publiſhed therewith. | 

That We are ſupreme Governor of the Church of 

Eygland : And that it any Difference ariſe about the exter- 

nal policy, concerning Lijunctions, Canons, or other Con- 

titutions whatſoever thereto belonging, the Clergy in 
their Convocation'ts* to order and ſettle them, having

We approving their ſaid Ordinances and Conſtitutions,

That out of Our Princely care, that the Churchmen 
may do the work which is proper unto them, the Biſhops 
and Clergy, from time to time in Convocation, upon 
their humble dcfire ſhall have Licence under our Broad 
Seal, to deliberate of, and to do all ſuch things, as being 
made plain by them, and aſſented unto by Us, ſhall con- 
cern the ſetled continuance of the Doctrine and Diſcipline 
of the Church of England now eſtabliſned; from which 
We will not cndure any varying, or departing in the 
leaſt degrec. | 

That for the preſent, though ſome Differences have 
been ill raiſcd,. yet We take comfort in this, that all 
Clergy-men within our Realm, have always moſt wil- 
lingly ſubſcribed to the Articles eſtabliſhed 5 which is an 
argument t U, that they all agree in the true uſual, li- 
teral meaning of the ſaid Articles, and that even in thoſe 
curious Points in which the preſent Differences lie, men 
of all ſorts take the Articles of the Church of England 
to be for them; which is an argument again, that none of 
them intend any deſertion of the Articles eſtabliſhed. 

That therefore in theſe both curious and unhappy Dif- 
ferences, which have for ſo many hundred years, in dif- 
ferent Times and Places exerciſed the Church of Chriſt, 
We will that all further curious ſearch be laid aſide, and 
theſe Diſputcs ſhut up in Gods promifes, as they be gene- 
rally ſer forth to us in the holy Scriptures; and the ge- 
neral meaning of the Articles of the Church of England 
according to them. And that no man hercafcer ſhall ei- 
ther Print or Preach, to draw the Article aſide any way, 
but ſhall ſubmit to it in the plain and full meaning there- 
of; and ſhall not put his own ſenſe or Comment to be 
the meaning of the Article, but ſhall take it in the literal 
and Grammatical ſenſe. 

That if any publick Reader in either Or Univerſities, 
or any Hcad or Maſter of a Colledge, cx any other per-

ſon reſpectively in either of them, ſhall affix any new 
ſenſe to any Article, or ſhall publickly read, determine, 


or hold any publick Diſputation, or ſuffer any ſuch to be 
held either way, in either the Univerſities or Colledges 
reſpectively; or if any Divine in the Univerſities ſhall 
Preach or Print any thing cither way, other then is alrea- 
dy eſtabliſhed in Conyocation with our Royal aſſent: he, 
or they the Offenders, ſhall be liable ro Our Diſpleaſure, 
and the Churches Ceuſure in Our Commiſſion Eccleſia- 
ſtical, as well as any other: Aad We will (ce there ſhall

A Ethouph in the viſible Church the evil be ever 
mingied with the god, and ſometime the evil 
have chfef authozity in the miniſtration of the TUozd 
and Sacraments : pet fozaſmuch as they do not 
the ſame in their own name, but in Chꝛiſts, and do 
miniſter by 8 Commiſſton and Authozity, we may 
uſe their Miniſtry, both in hearing the TUo2d of 
God, and in the receiving of the Sacraments.
